1 . (Currently Amended) A method for debugging [[a]] computer 
program code by using [[a]] debugging software, wh e ro i n software m e ans aro 
prov i ded for caus i ng the debugging software to stop at one or moro typos of 
br e akpoints sot i n th e computer program code, the method comprising: 

debugging a program cod e , tho program cod e including at least one type 
of breakpoint in the computer program code ; and 

activating or deactivating att a plurality of breakpoints of the at least one 
type by a single action : and 

debugging the computer program code based at least in part on the single 

action . 

2. (Original) The method of claim 1 , further comprising: 

stopping the debugging software at a breakpoint based upon one or more 
predefinable conditions. 

3. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 2, wherein further 
comprising : 

storing the one or more predefinable conditions aro otorod in a data array. 

4. (Original) The method of claim 2, wherein: 
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the one or more predefinable conditions are identical for a predefinable 
type of breakpoint. 

5. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 2, whoro i n further 
comprising : 

storing the one or more predefinable conditions aro stored in a data array 
which is accessible for only one type of breakpoint. 

6. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 2, wherein: 

the one or more predefinable conditions are changeable during the 
debugging proc e ss . 

7. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 2, whoroin further 
comprising : 

storing the one or more predefinable conditions ar e stor e d in a non-volatile 
memory. 

8. (Original) The method of claim 1 , further comprising: 

setting a breakpoint with a macro call, each macro call including the 
associated breakpoint. 

9. (Original) The method of claim 3, further comprising: 
editing the data array by using a screen mask. 
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1 0. (Original) The method of claim 3, wherein: 
the data array is a table. 

1 1 . (Original) The method of claim 3, wherein: 

the data array is accessible for read and write operations via a graphical 
user interface. 

12. (Currently Amended) A computer system for debugging [[a]] 
computer program code by using [[a]] debugging softwar e, whoroin software 
moans aro prov i ded for caus i ng tho debugging software to stop at ono or moro 
types of breakpo i nts sot in tho computer program codo , the computer system 
comprising: 

a memory including program instructions; 

an input means for entering data; 

a storage means for storing data; and 

a processor responsive to the program instructions for: 

debugg i ng a program code including at least one type of 
breakpoint in the computer program code , and 

activating or deactivating aW two or more breakpoints of the 
at least one type by a single action : and 

debugging the computer program code based at least in part 
on the single action . 
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1 3. (Original) The computer system of claim 1 2, further comprising: 
means for stopping the debugging software at a breakpoint based upon 

one or more predefinable conditions. 

14. (Currently Amended) The computer system of claim 13, whoro i n 
further comprising : 

a data array that stores the one or more predefinable conditions ar e stor e d 
i n a data array . 

1 5. (Original) The computer system of claims 1 3 or 1 4, wherein: 

the one or more predefinable conditions are identical for a predefinable 
type of breakpoint. 

1 6. (Currently Amended) The computer system of claim 1 3, whoroin 
further comprising : 

a data array, which is accessible for only one type of breakpoint, that 
stores the one or more predefinable conditions aro stored i n a data array which i s 
access i b l e for only ono typo of breakpoint . 

1 7. (Currently Amended) The computer system of claim 1 3, wherein: 
the one or more predefinable conditions are changeable during the 

debugging process . 
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1 8. (Currently Amended) The computer system of claim 1 3 where i n 
further comprising : 

a non-volatile memory that stores the one or more predefinable conditions 
aro stored i n a non volat il e memory . 

1 9. (Currently Amended) The computer system of claim 1 2, wherein; 
a breakpoint is set with a macro call, each macro call including the 

associated breakpoint. 

20. (Original) The computer system of claim 1 4, further comprising: 
a screen mask for editing the data array. 

21 . (Original) The computer system of claim 1 4, wherein: 
the data array is a table. 

22. (Original) The computer system of claim 1 4, further comprising: 

a graphical user interface for performing read and write operations on the 
data array. 

23. (Currently Amended) A computer program product embodied on a 
tangible computer readable medium , for debugging computer program code, the 
computer program product comprising: 
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i nstruct i ons for d e bugg i ng q comput e r program codo by use of a 
debugging software, wh i ch providoc software moans for caus i ng tho debugging 
software to stop at ono or more typos of breakpoints sot i n tho computer program 
cod e , th e i nstruct i ons compr i sing i nstructions for p e rform i ng a m e thod according 
to any on e of c l a i ms 1 to 1 1 when th e i nstructions ar e e xecuted on a computer; 

instructions for including one or more types of breakpoints in a first 
computer program code; and 

instructions for activating or deactivating two or more breakpoints of one of 
the types by a single action; and 

instructions for debugging the computer program code by use of 
debugging software . 

24. (Currently Amended) [[A]] The computer program product of claim 
23, further comprising instructions for stopping the debugging software at a 
breakpoint based upon one or more predefinable conditions data s i gna l 
embod ie d in a carrier wav e compr i sing comput e r e x e cutab le i nstructions which 
causo a computer to provide moans for perform i ng a method acord i ng to any ono 
of c l a i ms 1 to 1 1 . 

25. (New) The computer program product of claim 24, wherein the one 
or more predefinable conditions are identical for a predefinable breakpoint. 
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26. (New) The computer program product of claim 24, further 
comprising instructions for storing the one or more predefinable conditions in a 
data array which is accessible for only one type of breakpoint. 

27. (New) The computer program product of claim 23, further 
comprising instructions for setting a breakpoint with a macro call, each macro call 
including the associated breakpoint. 
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
